</oy ſhall receive at the Court of France, all the 
Honours without Exception, and with all the Cir- 
cumftances and Ceremonies that are paid to the 
Embaſſadors of Crowned Heads, that is to fay, 
they ſhall be received as Embaſladors from Kings ; 
and that his Majeſty's ordinary, as well as extraor- 
dinary -Embaſſadors in all the Courts of Europe, 
without Exception, and even the King's Embaſſa.

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All theſe Ambaſſadors of whom I have now ſpol 
ken, arrived in leſs that a quarter of an Hour 
time,chat is, from four till a quarter of an hour after 
it. They all paſſed over the ficſt Bridge, that wai 
laid aver the Canal before the Houſe, and came inf 
at the firſt Paſſage made in the Wall which inclofe 
the Yard. The Ambaſſadors of France arrived a 
three quarters paſt Four,with three Coaches drawr 
by ſix Horſes each ; Monſieur de Harley,the Count 
de Crecy, and Monfieur de Callieres, with Monſieur 
de Harlay Counſellor of State, were in the firſt ; a 
Gentleman on Horſeback riding before them. The 
'two other Coaches were filfd with Gentlemen, 
They entered by the third Bridge , and at the ſes 
cond Gap made in the faid Wall that compaſles thg 
Court-Yard. When they came to the bottom of the 
Stairs they were received and conducted by Myni
